INSTHUCnONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 



The applicant haa, after having receivBd the interriational search reporti one opportunity to amend the claims of the 
mtem^onal applicatiQn. h should however be emphasized that, since all parte of the intematkmal applwakion (claims, 
oescnption and drawmgs) may be amended during the international prdiminary examination procedure, ttere is usually 
no need to rHe amendments of the elaima under Article 1 9 B)opef4 where, e g. the applicant wanta the latter to be published 
tor Iheptgposes of provisional protection or has another reason tor amending the claims before international pbulieation 
FurttienTiore, it sfiould be emphasizsd that provisional protection is evallatrfe in some Slates only. 

What parts of the International application may be amended? 

Under Article 1 9, only the claims may be amended. 

During the international phase, Ihe daims may also be amended (or hiither emended) under Article 34 before 
ttie Intemaiiona) Preliminary Ejcamrning AUhoiity. The desoriplien and drawings may only be amended under 
Article 34 beicrs lf>e Intemational Examining Authority. 

Upon entry into the national |3hase, all parts of the intemoiiona] epplication may be amended under Article 28 
OTi when applicable, Artidle 41 .
